A single chief of staff for a1! the armed 
forces, instead of the present three joint chiefs 
with a chairman who presides over them but 
cannot dictate to them? A nd/or one general staff 
for all three services combined? 


Well. if Congress in 
1958 does sanction 
cither or both of these innovations, or long steps 
toward them, it will be reversing itself. For in 
the past Capitol Hill has been on the alert against 
any move it suspected of providing the United 
States with something like the old German Gen­ 
eral Staff or a military overlord independent of 
civilian control. 
Thus the National Security Act of 1947 — 
providing some federation of th? services— ban­ 
ned any military staff for the new Secretary of 
Defense. And in creating in 1949 the office of a 
non-voting chairman of the Joint Chiefs. Con­ 
gress specified that it was not thereby creating 
* a single chief of staff over the armed forces * 
or ‘ an armed forces general staff.’’ 
When President Eisenhower's Defense Re­ 
organization Plan of 1953 centralized more auth­ 
ority in the chairman of the Joint Chiefs, com­ 
plaints came from inside and outside Congress 
that thus we were moving toward the old Prus­ 
sian system. Former Air Force Secretary Thomas 
K 
Finletter, Democrat, warned that the Plan 
followed ‘ the German General Staff concept.” 
and that a “generalized” or “monolithic” ser­ 
vice would concentrate “all military authority in 
one military man or group.” 
Gen 
Eisenhower even before he became 
President recognized these fears. He said at W est 
Point in 1945 that he would like to see all I S. 
services “in the same uniform ” but supposed 
that neither Congress nor “the Big Brass* would 
‘ ever agree to that.”

A Libel O n The Dead 


I have before me three items. 
1. A volume issued by the United States Govern­ 
ment Printing Office entitled “ Memorial Services Held 
in the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United Stales. Together With Remarks Presented in 
Eulogy of Joseph Raymond McCarthy . . , 
issued in 
1997 
2. 
An item from “ The New York Times.” dated 
f^Ptecember IS, 1957 in which Rabbi Maurice N Eisen- 
* 
lent of the Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations, propped that Dr 
J. Robert Oppen- 
heimer and Dr. Edward Condon be “ ‘reinstated* as a 
positive step in aiding this country * lagging' scientific 
program ." Said Eisendrath 


“ The time ha* rome lo rectify the darrvtfe 
which resuHrd from the hvMerits of MrCarthvi%m. 
We have matured since those davs of sickly panic. 


“ We must re-examine the process of distrust which 
led our Government to brand loyal and distinguished 
citizens with the label ‘security risk on the basis of 
flimsy ev idence and unreasonable suspicion ” 
3. An item from “ The Standard Times” of New 
Bedford. Massachusetts, dated October 31, 1955. report­ 
ing a speech which Senator McCarthy delivered in 
Boston, in which the newspaper states: 
“ Describing the intercontinental ballistic missile as 
a Thinking' land-to-land weapon capable of flying from 
Russia to most l \ S. major cities in half an hour, 
McCarthy cited a report by Dr. Jam es R. Killian. Jr., 
President of M I T , ’to the effect that within a short 
time the Communists will be ahead in the ICBM 
race.’ ” 
It is hindsight, of course, for some of those who 
are today shouting about how much we must spend for 
scientists and engineers and people like that in order 
to defend ourselves against an enemy who was recog­ 
nized by Joe McCarthy early enough to have done 
something about it. His detractors, today that only his 
ghost walks, may one day have to defend their own 
records if not for wilful distortion of the facts, at any 
rate for mistaken and immature recognition of the 
truth. 


The memorial volume did not m ik e me too 
happy, for some of tho** who extolled the Senator 
in death, fought him in life over just these issues 
which are today paramount among us. 
Perhaps 
the most honest speech of all was that of Senator 
Mike Mansfield who said: 


"Joe McCarthy has left us 
Some of us were in 
disagreement with him on occasion, but all of us recog­ 
nized him as a Senator from Wisconsin. It will not be 
too long when. in the course of events, all of us now 
in this Chamber will join our former colleague.” 
Senator Mansfield could not have done less, for 
after all. Joe McCarthy had been elected to the Senate 
by the people of Wisconsin and anybody had to accept 
that because it was a fact. Also. ail men die 
And so. I thumb through this volume and wonder 
why it was issued at all, particularly in the year of 
the Sputnik. For it was the peculiarities of life that 
McCarthy had no profound knowledge or deep convic­ 
tion about Russia or Russians or Communism or Marx­ 
ism until he became a member of a Senate com­ 
mittee and then its chairman and cam e across m a­ 
terial of espionage which forced him to believe that 
more harm had been done than the House Committee 
on I n-American Activities had brought to the surface. 
He believed definitely that espionage was abroad in 
the land. 


McCarthy was so profoundly absorbed In this 
problem, that no other Interested him. Ile studied 
the whole of Marxist literature, even attempting to 
learn Russian for more direct access. His friends 
^ 
still believe, in 1958, that had the issue not become 
confused bv the raucous quarrel over the person 
of McCarthy’, we might have saved ourselves the 
grief of such a speech as President Eisenhower 
delivered to C ongress In January of 1958 when he 
was forced to express a fear that Soviet Russia 
might pass us in the arms race, a 'fear which 
McCarthy expressed in 1955 when It was equally 
true but gruesomely unoopular. 


At any rate, in the Senatorial memorial volume 
nobody libelled the dead; those who currently attempt 
to blame Joe McCarthy for our alleged lack of scien­ 
tific brains come very close to libel. Certainly they 
are on a false premise when they contend that only 
those have brains who are held to be security risks. 
That, of course, can amount to defamation of Ameri­ 
can scientists and engineers who do their work without 
imperilling their country.

another dictatorship in Berlin did 
the sam e thing and provoked 
World War II. It brings us to 
1950. when the Moscow govern­ 
ment deliberately armed a pup­ 
pet government in North Korea 
and. starting with a “ surprise 
attack” conducted a war against 
the United Nations forces that 
almost became global. It carries 
us through 1956, when the Soviet 
tanks crushed the patriots 
in 
Hungary. It culminates in 1957 
when the Soviets sent arm s to 
stir up the peoples of the Middle 
East against one another. 
Mr. Eisenhower's letter is a 
milestone in the negotiating pro­ 
cess. He scorns the private deal 
type of “sum m it” conference and 
calls for conferences step by step 
thorough 
diplomatic 
channels. 
Then. he says. a meeting by 
heads of state to ratify every­ 
thing that has been done can be 
held 
This is the baldest challenge 
presented by the democracies of 
the world in the entire East-West 
struggle 
since 
the 
ending 
of 
World War ll. It will rally the 
free world and should clear away 
once and for all any doubts about 
American leadership. Even in an 
age of missiles. America hasn't 
lost its perspective or its determ ­ 
ination or its capacify for under­ 
standing deception and trickery 
in the guise of propaganda for a 
“sum m it” conference.

The de­ 
lay is not traceable to the vaccine 
m anufacturers; the c a u s a t i v e 
agents first must be isolated by 
the 
bacteriologists 
and 
virolo­ 
g y . 
We now have a polyvalent flu 
vaccine 
that 
protects 
against 
prevalent influenza viruses, in­ 
cluding the Asian variety. Adeno­ 
virus vaccine should be on the 
m arket shortly, to do away with 
another group of respiratory in­ 
fections. There is nothing in sight 
in the immediate future for the 
common cold. But this is more 
em barassing to the scientist than 
annoying to the patient. There is 
a good possibility that only a 
small percentage of respiratory 
infections is caused by the com­ 
mon cold. 


It is not easy to test the effi­ 
ciency of a vaccine. Shots for the 
Asian flu. tor example, are said 
to offer 50 per cent protection. 
Doubling the strength of the vac­ 
cine may increase the rate con­ 
siderably. 


M a n y 
individuals 
have 
re­ 
marked. “ I don’t think the vac­ 
cine is any good because I got 
Asian flu four weeks after being 
inoculated.” This may be true but 
there is a better chance that such 
persons developed one of the oth­ 
er respiratory infections against 
which they have no immunity. 
This must be said in all honesty 
because special tests of the nasal 


secretions are necessary to make 
an accurate diagnosis, and this 
seldom is done. Ideas along this 
line remain prevalent because 
many persons still believe that 
flu shots will protect them against 
all colds.

Chalk’s 
Trans-Caribbean 
got 
the coveted New York-San Juan 
route from the CAB and the White 
House despite the fact that sev- 
oral long-established airlines were 
bidding, and despite the fact that 
the Puerto Rican government of. 
finally urged the CAB to favor 
Capital Airlines. 
What the Puerto Rican govern­ 
ment wanted was 
air 
service 
which would not end at New York 
and Miami hut would fan out to 
interior cities 
of 
the 
United 
Slates. 
Capital Airlines, which 
serves Chicago, Detroit, St. Paul, 
Buffalo, 
Cleveland, 
Pittsburgh, 
filled the bill. 
The Puerto Rican government 
therefore filed a brief with the 
CAB stating: “Exception is taken 
from the exam iners failure to 
recommend Capital Airlines.” 
Later, Puerto Rico filed a Rec­ 
o il. more emphatic recommenda­ 
tion: “The market can he served 
and developed far more effec­ 
tively by a carrier like Capital,” 
it said. 
CAB personnel at first recog­ 
nized this, though simultaneously 
supporting 
Trans-Caribbean 
on 
the ground that it was flying ten 
flights a month non-scheduled, 
between San Juan and New York. 
When the final award cam e 
back from both the CAB and the 
White House, however. Capital 
was pushed completely out of 
the picture. Trans-Caribbean was 
given the first regularly sched­ 
uled route ever granted a non­ 
scheduled airlines; while Eastern 
and Pan American, which already 
fly to Puerto Rico, were given 
the right to extend their services 
to Detroit and Chicago for E ast­ 
ern, and to Boston. Philadelphia. 
and Washington for Pan Ameri-
